An Hour with the City 



It is in no hostile spirit that we orit- 
ioise the sayings and doings of the 
Oily.Oouncil.- Yolenteerserrices un- 
requited-areiOlwayB entitled to peculiar 
oonsideration— to be watched with 
lenient eye. - Yet, at" the same time, 
the administcation of a body raising and 
expending an annual revenue of over 
fifty thousand dollars, besides having 
the expending of twice that sum on 
projacted water-works, must oxiDOot to 
be watched. Indeed, Victoria'a fault 
would ai^poar to conHist cliioHy in in 
difforenco. The rate-payors pay thoir 
taxes with commondable proiuptuess 
and indulge betimes their constitu- 
tional right to grumble. But they can 
scarcely be said to manifest that intell- 
igent interost^and wholesome vigilance 
so essential to an efEcient, economical 
and, in may be added, honest adminis- 
tration of their municipal affairs. An 
hour spent in the Council Charaber,ou 
"Wednesday evening, has led the wri- 
ter to conclude that our City Fathers 
might be none the worse for occasion- 
al criticism, both as regards what they 
do and how they do it. "While sitting 
amongst the spectators, who wo were 
glad to see present in such numbers, 
iii occurred to us that the publication of 
an oooasibnal verbatim report might 
possibly ezert';a;''i^li9ie6^nie influence 
upon some OounMllors, uid ve almost 
made up our mind that the' experiment 
sliallbe tried. But, then, where is the 
body respecting which the same thing 
ttiight.nbt be. said? "We could easily say 
T^ii^e it is noti Turning from general- 
ities io partioiilaiB, it is not the pre- 
sent bbjisot to' animadvert upon the 
prpceecjings as a whole, but to take up 
a particular question which is just 
now engaging the attention of the 
Council. On Wednesday sen'uight a 
Committee had been appointed for the 
purpose of promoting the acqui- 
sition of ground on -which to erect 
a "City Hall." When the min- 
utes of that night's proceedings 
were read, one of the principal 
promoters of that object — the same who 
had seconded the resolution for the 
Committee — rose and took exception to 
the correctness of the minutes, contend- 
ing with much more warmth than a 
casual spectator could readily under- 
stand, that he had never suggested 
the acquisition of ground for a "City 
Hall/' but for ''municipal purposes," 
and he strongly deprecated the putt- 
ing in his mouth words- which he had 
liinan careful to avoid; and he moved 
for an alteration of the minutes, sec- 
onded by the Coimcillor who had, the 
veek before, moved the resolution for 
the appointment of the' Committee. It 
was quite clear from what tiie Mayor, 
the;:!0^kjiand severaL of , the: Coun- 



kind of thing tluit should be oponlj' 
and piiblicly discussed, and that to 
deal with it in secret would be to' 
crate Buspicions in which ho, himself, 
might not share. A majority, how- 
ever, decided to carry this ossentically 
and preeminently public question into 
tho Municipal "Star Chamber;" and 
what they did with it there • ije, of 
course, know not; but, in the natoe of 
tho rate-payers, wo must protest 
against such a proceeding, both on 
general principles and for specilic rea- 
sons. Although distinctly averse to 
the "City Hall" project, under existing 
circumstances, we do not wish to l)e 
understood as opposing the acquisi- 
tion of land for "Municipal purposoa," 
to wit, for a public market-place, and 
on which a "City Hall" might be 
erected at some future time, provided, 
as is asserted, it oau bo obtained on 
specially favorable terms just now. 
On the contrary, we believe a majority 
of tho rate-payers would bo disposed 
to regard favorably such a stop, if 
taken judiciously, openly and "on the 
square." But wo do contend that the 
Council are not going about it in that 
way best calculated to secure satisfac- 
tory results and the concurrence of the 
rate-payers — without which concur- 
rence the step assuredly ought not to 
be taken. 



City Hall. 

Editor Colonist. — I was glad t 
read in your jiaper that the cowardly 
attempt of Councillor Drumraond to 
falsify the minutes of the Council last 
night was nailed. Even those Councilors 
who supported the original City Hall 
(haul?) motion would not support him 
in this trick to escape popular indig- 
nation. 

I don't wonder that Mr. Druinniond 
is ashamed of his position. Ho was 
re-elected last year only upon giving 
'the distinct pledge that he would re~ 
duce taxation; but we find him violat- 
ing that pledge by endeavoring to in- 
crease it.

On Wednesday night a commnnication 
from Mr. Sylvester, Secretary of the Fire 
Department, was read to the City Ooun- 
oil. The writer, on behalf of the Fire 
Department, asks the Oii^ to pnrobaso a 
large boll to be sounded in case of fire. 
(We inadrertently stated yesterday that 
the ooramunioation had reference to the 
Tiger bell). A large bell would proba- 
bly involve the expense of a large tower 
and of a bell-ringer at a fixed salary. Now 
it ocours to us that permission might be 
obtained from Bishop Seghen, 
tha trustees of Pandora Street Church, 
Wesley Church, and tho Wardens of St. 
John's and Christ Churches, to allow tho 
bells in those edifices to be rung incase of 
fixe. The keys might be left with some 
responsible person 'living near each 
oharoh, M a preoaatioa against falao 
alarms. It was the Oatholio Cathedral 
bell that sounded the alarm when Christ 
Church Cathedral was burned in 1869 in 
time to saTo much of tho furniture and 
tho organ. By oonsulting tho nulhoritios 
of (the churches we have named tho desir- 
ed end might bo secured withoiit further 
buj^thiping.tho tax-payers of this tax-rid- 
den eity.
